TILIPINO PEIEST'S fOHEME. 


D eclared H im self Vicar G eneral In R ebel 
T e rrito ry aud W as Kzcum m unl« 
c a te d —T ra n s po rt Arrive» . 


M avila , July 24.—A Filipino priest 
named Gregorie Agripay, with the iu- 
surgeuts, tried to lead a movement for 
the independence of the church iu the 
Philippiues from the Spanish priest­ 
hood. He issued a proclamatiou declar­ 
ing himself the vicar general of all the 
Filipino prie.sts iu the districts outside 
of Americau control on the island of 
Luzon, aud was inciting the priests to 
disobey the regulations of the church 
aud brotherhoods. 
The archbishop of the district issued 
a bull ex commuuicatiiig Agripay, and 
this actiou increased the feeling be­ 
tween the Filipinos aud the church. 
The archbishop threatened to ex com­ 
municate the owners of Spanish papers 
publishing announcements of Protest­ 
ant aud Masonic lueetiugs, whereupon 
an Americau paper warned him that he 
might be bundled out of the islaud like 
any disturber of the peace if ho should 
incite religious auimosities.

Clevki .a\ u, July 24.—The riotiug 
■was renewed iu this city aud there were 
wveral serious outbreaks of violence, 
but no clashes between the mobs aud 
the troops. 
Cars were started running as usual 
on all but one or two lines. 
The mobs 
weni dbiir early. 
A thousand or more 
p*ffs()n^ liathered on Burton street, on 
the South Side, aud proceeded to ob- 
strubt the tracks. 
When a car came 
along with two policemen on board it 
was attacked w'ith a shower of stones. 
In sjjit*' of tiie iMjlicemeu the nou-uuioii 
inutormau aud conductor were roughly 
handled. Oue of them, named Mc­ 
Dermott, had two ribs broken, aud the 
other was l)a<lly bruised. 
One of the policemen fired at the 
mob, the bullet striking a man named 
Weiinick. The mob as.saulted the of­ 
ficers, both ot whom were struck re- 
lH*aredly with stone.s, aud but for the 
Intel vt Jit ion of a priest of the Cathoiic 
■cniircii near at hand the otficers might 
have been lynched. 
By this time three 
cars ha« l been mix ed up in the melee, 
and a patrol wagon load of jiolice arriv­ 
ing, the rioters w'ere dispersed aud the 
cars were taken back to the barns. 
There was a serious disturbance on 
me Broadway line at the corner of 
Betne street, where a mob of R,000 as­ 
sembled and obstructed the track. Fin- 
idiy a car came aloug from the Wilson 
avenue barns, having on board Sergeant

The officer ordered

partment received from General Otis 
another dispatch giviug additional par­ 
ticulars of the fight betweeu Captain B.

D ktroit, ,Tuly 24.—Plans for the re­ 
ception of Secretary Alger uptm his re­ 
turn to his home city, which were par­ 
tially completed at a meeting held here, 
provide that General Alg\?r will be met 
by the reception committee at some 
point enroute from Wa.shiugtou. Ou 
arrival he will be met by all the march­ 
ing organizations of the city which c ^ e 
to join iu the demonstration. The gen­ 
eral will be escorted to the City hall, 
where a formal presentation to the 
gathered crowds will be made in front 
of the hall by the mayor and gov. ruor. 
Then there wiil be a public reception 
in the corridor of the City hail, followed 
by a meeting, probably iu Light Guard 
armory, where opiKirtunity for the ex ­ 
pression of the sentiments of prominent 
citizens will be had. 
Governor Pingree, during the meet­ 
ing. favored the idea ot holding a gen­ 
uine “indignation” meeting following 
the public reception. 
Mayor May bury 
raised the question whetlier such ex - 
pressious would uot embari'ass aud dis­ 
please General Alger rather than other­ 
wise, but the goveruor’s massmeetiug 
idea prevailed. 
W.ASHiNGTON, ,Iuly 24. — Secretary 
Alger always felt a pardonable pride lu 
the success with w’hich the war depart­ 
ment met the tremendous 
problem 
thrust uiKin it by tlie uecessity with 
whicii it was suddenly coufruuted dur­ 
ing the w'ar with Spain of suddenly 
(lisjiosiug of the thousands of Spanish 
prisoners cairfurediu Santiago province. 
The nistory of tliat time had uot been 
fully tiild, aud it remalne<l for Secre­ 
tary Alger to supply the need by a bit 
of reminiscence. 
He said that ou the night of July D, 
18518, the presideut asked him what in 
his judgment should be done witli the 
Spanish prisoners, after tUeir capture, 
this beiug before their capture occuiTed. 
He suggested Galvestou, aud the presi­ 
deut coucurred. 
When lie awoke the 
nex t morning tlie idea ocx urred to him 
to send them back to Spain. He fm ther 
said in part that he “ weut to the White 
House aud laid tlie new plan before the 
presideut, saying that it would be an 
unprecedented procedure, aud a most 
gracious act; that to ship the prisoners 
to Galvestou w w ld be half the distance; 
that we siiould have to clothe, shelter, 
guard aud feed them there, aud no 
doubt liave to sliip them back to Sjiain 
in tlie end. 1 also stated tliat 1 believed 
that it would be a great luduceineut tj> 
the Spaniards to surrender, which tren- 
eral Shatter ufteward assured mo was 
the effect.” 
The president readily approved tiie 
plan, and ou tlie same day he cabled 
General Shatter, 
Then follow's some of the official cor­ 
respondence with General Shatter and 
some of his correspondence with the 
Spanisli general. 
Then he told of the advertising aud 
ftcceptanue of the bids of a Spanish com­ 
pauy, which made a lower rate than the 
other companies, aud no demurrage, 
which the other couipauiea wanted. He 
further said: 
“ The rations for the prisoners were 
inspected by a United States govern­ 
ment official, aud this government paid 
paid for the transportation of all the 
prisoners, 
18,880. Tne same number 
carried by the other companies uuder 
their bid would have cost the goveru- 
ment 11,312,5415. Here was $800,000 
saved t<i the United States, and proba­ 
bly as much more iu demurrage. 
“ Some days after this coutract was 
awarded the presideut said to me as 1 
entered the cabinet room: 
‘Mr. Secre­ 
tary, w'ould you like to hear sometniug 
favorable to you printed in the New 
Y'ork Times?’ ami weut on to read the 
editorial comment complimentary to 
i the man whose mind originated the 
, plan of transporting the Spaniards back 
to Spain.”

D e t r o it , July 24.—Plans for the re­ 
ception of Secretary Alger upon his re­ 
turn to his home city, which were par­ 
tially completed at a meeting held here, 
provide that General Alger will be met 
by the reception committee at some 
point enroute from Washington. 
Ou 
arrival he will be met by all the march­ 
ing organizations of the city which care 
to join in the demonstration. 
The gen­ 
eral will be escorted to the City hall, 
where a formal presentation to the 
gathered crowds will be made in front 
of the hall by the mayor and governor. 
Then there wiil be a public reception 
in the corridor of the City hall, followed 
by a meeting, probably in Light Guard 
armory, where opportunity for the ex­ 
pression of the sentiments of prominent 
citizens will be had. 
Governor Pingree, during the meet­ 
ing. favored the idea of holding a gen­ 
uine “ indignation” meeting following 
the public reception. 
Mayor May bury 
raised the question whether such ex­ 
pressions would uot embarrass and dis­ 
please General Alger rather than other­ 
wise, but the governor’s massmeetiug 
idea prevailed. 
W a s h in g t o n , July 24. — Secretary 
Alger always felt a pardonable pride in 
the success with which the war depart­ 
ment met the 
tremendous 
problem 
thrust upon it by tile necessity with 
which it was suddenly confronted dur­ 
ing the war with Spain of suddenly 
disposing of the thousands of Spanish 
prisoners captured in Santiago province. 
The History of that tune had not been 
fully told, aud it remained for Secre­ 
tary Alger to supply the need by a bit 
of reminiscence. 
He said that on the night of July 9, 
1898, the president asked him what in 
his judgment should be done with the 
Spanish prisoners, after their capture, 
this being before their capture occurred. 
He suggested Galveston, aud the presi­ 
dent concurred. 
When he awoke the 
next morning the idea occurred to him 
to send them back to Spain. He further 
said rn part that he “went to the White 
House aud laid the new plan before the 
president, saying that it would be an 
unprecedented procedure, aud a most 
gracious act; that to ship the prisoners 
to Galveston would be hall the distance; 
that we should have to clothe, shelter, 
guard and feed them there, aud no 
doubt have to ship them back to Spain 
in the eud. I also stated that I believed 
that it would be a great inducement to 
the Spaniards to surrender, which Gen­ 
eral Shafter afteward assured me was 
the effect.” 
The president readily approved the 
plan, aud on the same day he cabled 
General Shafter. 
Then follows some of the official cor­ 
respondence with General Shafter aud 
some of his correspondence with the 
Spanish general. 
Then he told of the advertising aud 
acceptance of the bids of a Spanish com­ 
pany, which made a lower rate than the 
other companies, aud no demurrage, 
which the other companies wanted. He 
further said: 
“ The rations for the prisoners were 
inspected by a United States govern­ 
ment official, and this government paid 
paid for the transportation of all the 
prisoners, $513,860. 
Tne same number 
carried by the other companies under 
their bid would have cost the govern­ 
ment $1,312,915. 
Here was $800,000 
saved to the United States, and proba­ 
bly as much more in demurrage. 
“Some days after this contract was 
awarded the president said to me as I 
entered the cabinet room: 
‘Mr. Secre­ 
tary, would you Uke to hear sometiiing 
favorable to you printed in the New 
York Times?’ aud weut on to read the 
editorial comment complimentary to 
the man whose mind originated the 
plan of transporting the Spaniards back 
to Spain.”

The announcement of Mr. Root’s ap­ 
pointment was made at the war depart­ 
ment. 
It was stated that Senator Platt 
came to Washington armed with auth­ 
ority from Mr. Root to accept in his 
name the war portfolio. 
The president was heartily congratu­ 


lated Bv fiieinbers of the'cabinet on rue 
very satisfactory selection he had made. 
Due of the first to do so was Secretary 
Alger, who happened to be in consulta­ 
tion with tile president when the latter 
received Mr. Root’s telegram of accept­ 
ance. 
Mr. Alger gave expression to his ap­ 
proval in the following note, which lie 
wrote to Mr. Root: 
“ W a s h in g to n , D. C.f July 21, 1899. 
“ My I lear M r. Hoot: 
“ All I know is what the newspapers 
say that you are to succeed me as secre­ 
tary of war. 
Should it come to you, I 
m ost earnestly urge you to make the 
sacrifice and accept the position. 
With

Secretary Alger addressed the follow­ 
ing telegram to Mr. Root at South­ 
ampton upon hearing of his acceptance 
of the war portfolio:

T o l e d o , July 24.—The Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton elevator, located 
in Blast Toledo, was totally destroyed 
by fire, and the loss on buildings and 
contents was nearly $1,000,000. 
It wa* 
not known how much insurance was 
on thd 900,000 bushels of wheat, bat on 
the building there was $185,000 in vari­ 
ous companies. 
The elevator has been unusually busy 
for the past two weeks, and was work­ 
ing night and day to store the 150 cars 
of wheat which were received daily. 
The fact that it was Sunday prevented 
the fatalities which might otherwise 
have followed, for the men had quit 
work early and had been out of the 
place about two hours. 
A small blaze in the cupola was seen 
from the outside by passersby. 
A tire 
alarm was turned in, but before the de­ 
partment conld reach the place a terrific 
explosion 
occurred that 
rooked the 
foundations of surrounding buildings. 
The building was almost immediately 
enveloped in flames, aud within ten 
minutes another aud more terrific ex­ 
plosion occurred, which tore out the en­ 
tire side of the building near the river, 
and it was this explosion that hurled the 
watchman, W. Bl Welch, who was in 
the building, out of the flames aud 
saved his life, 
He was only slightly in­ 
jured. 
The building was a mass of ruius iu a 
half hour after the first blaze was no­ 
ticed. 
The work of the fire department 
was futile, aud most of their energies 
were directed toward saving the adjoin­ 
ing property. 
The Cincinnati, Hamilton aud Day­ 
ton elevator W’as largely owned by east­ 
ern capital. 
President Woodford of tho 
O. H. & D. road is president of the 
company. 
Au elevator owned by this company 
was burned on the same site about four 
vears ago and the present building was 
built to be the most complete aud per­ 
fect in the country. 
It was provided 
witii every appliance to prevent loss by 
fire and this last tire was a great sur­ 
prise. 
The building had a capacity of 
1,000,000 bushels aud wihiu a few days 
would have carried its capacity. 
The actual loss to the company will 
be in the neighborhood of 
$75,000, 
while the grain, which is on consign­ 
ment, will be almost a total loss to the 
shippers. 
The quickness of the fire 
leads to the opinion that some of the 
grain will lie saved in a damaged con­ 
dition.

— Secretary 
Alger always felt a pardonable pride in 
the success with which the war depart­

which it was suddenly confronted dur­ 
ing the war with Spain of suddenly 
disposing of the thousands of Spanish 
prisoners captured in Santiago province. 
The History of that tune had not been 
fully told, aud it remained for Secre­ 
tary Alger to supply the need by a bit 
of reminiscence. 
He said that on the night of July 9, 
1898, tile president asked him what in 
his judgment should be done with the 
Spanish prisoners, after their capture, 
this being before their capture occurred. 
He suggested Galveston, aud the presi­ 
dent concurred. 
When he awoke the 
next morning the idea occurred to him 
to send them back to Spain. He further 
said in part that he “ went to the White 
House aud laid the new plan before the 
president, saying that it would be an 
unprecedented procedure, and a most 
gracious act; that to ship the prisoners 
to Galveston would be half the distance; 
that we should have to clothe, shelter, 
guard and feed them there, aud no 
doubt have to ship them back to Spain 
in the end. I also stated that I believed 
that it would be a great inducement to 
the Spaniards to surrender, which Gen­ 
eral Shafter afteward assured mo was 
the effect.” 
The president readily approved the 
plan, aud on the same day he cabled 
General Shafter. 
Then follows some of the official cor­ 
respondence with General Shafter aud 
some of his correspondence with the 
Spanish general. 
Then he told of the advertising aud 
acceptance of the bids of a Spanish com­ 
pany, which made a lower rate than the 
other companies, aud no demurrage, 
which the other companies wanted.

The steam er Alliance, from St. Mf- 
chaers .luJy 2, arrived at 
Seattle, 
Wash., the other day, bringing Cape 
Nome news to June 25, which confirms 
previous reports of the rithuess of the 
new diggings. 
They embrace three 
districts, 40 miles square, in which 
there are ten creek s of considerable 
magnitude, besides large Dumi>ers of 
tributaries. 
.Miuers are perm itted to 
tak e up claims 1,300 by 300 feet and 
l>y reason of thl.s liberality have cov­ 
ered the interior country and the ocean 
beach for 30 miles. 
Beach claims pay 
from 89 to 15 a day. 
On Anvil crcck the largest amount of 
gold tak i'ii out on Lane 
Trice's claim 
was nearly .81.<HK) in eight days. 
On 
.luiiD 22 four men oil Snow gulch clcan- 
od ui» .81, 000 in one day. 
This was the 
biggest day's work reported in any 
ca!ii[>. 
l>r. Kettolson of Chicago is 
cr» *dite<I with oiu* pan worth 
.842, while 
others have been .sueeessful in w ash­ 
ing from .810 to .82.5. 
On Oex ter ereek 
*81.50 a man a day has been tak en otil 
with inferior roek ers, and it is said 
that 81.'too a day could be mined with 
superior iiuidemeuts. 
The beilroek has not been struck in 
any of the diggings, although they are 
reporte<l shallow—from four to ten 
feet. The summ er season begins about 
June 20 and lasts until the early part 
of October. 
All men who have winter­ 
ed there and who have prospected the 
country declare that, as a rich mineral 
belt, it has no equal, and they ex pect 
that Nome and Anvil cities will have a 
population of thousands where there 
are hundreds now once the American 
people learn of the vast resources of 
the region. 
There Is room for many 
thousands. 
The greatest evil ex isting in this dis­ 
trict, as will be the case in all camps 
upon the American side, according to 
the New York Sun, is the abuse of 
power.s of attorney. 
Some men have 
located as many as .30 claims, and 
some pretend to own 19 and 20. 
This 
state of affairs has caaised much dis­ 
satisfaction among newly arrived pros- 
fM*ctors. and trouble is ex pected from 
claim Jumpers, who think that some 
people have, shown a tendency to be 
lioggish. 
Some scurvy ex ists among 
the miners, and a party of five was 
strick en with it, but no deaths oc­ 
curred. 
Laborers could find employment at

more or less gold. The story they tell 
is wonderful. 
M. W. Price brought 
810. 000 worth of Cape Nome gold to 
St. Michael’s. 
It represented eight 
days’ work two feet below the surface 
on claim H on Glacier creek . 
L. Loen- 
herg. a German soldier who went to 
Chicago at the time of the W orld's 
fair and who has been in Alask a ever 
since, has a claim on Dex ter creek 
that Is producing an ounce an hour. 
He work s with a homemade rock er. 
If he had sluice box es, he could clean 
up 81.900 a day without difficulty. 
Gold seems to be found from the grass 
roots down. 
Deer creek is fabulously 
rich. As mtich as $25.000 Is offered for 
unprospected claims. Owners on Ophlr 
creek are holding out for $150,(K)0 for 
enih claim. 
David S. Lane of San 
Francisco says that the poor miner 
has not much chance, as all the rich 
creek s are stak ed. 
The comm andant at Fort St. Mi­ 
chael's inteuds to send federal troops 
to Nome City shortly. There have been 
several sliooting affairs already, and 
serious riots are ex pected over elaiins 
when big crowds that stampeded from 
I>awson City arrive. 
Captain Hardwick of the Alliance 
says that the Cape Nome district will 
certainly rival the Klondik e in spitt* 
of the fact that miners can work only 
four months in the year. 
Gold has 
never been found in the north in such 
quantities. All the returning steam ers 
to Nome City will tak e large consign­ 
ments of coal oil, for the miners are 
convinced that they mu.st use artificial 
fuel.

STORIES OF FINDS TOLD BT MINERS. 


T he D istr ic t Said to R iv a l th e K lo n - 
d ik e In th e Q u an tity o f Gold F ou n d . 
Som e B lv S trik es R ep o rted —M any 
C laim s L ocated — T rou b le L ooked 
F o r O ver L o ca tio n s. 


The steamer Alliance, from St. Mi­ 
chael’s July 2, arrived at Seattle, 
Wash., the other day, bringing Cape 
Nome news to June 25, which confirms 
previous reports of the richness of the 
new diggings. 
They embrace three 
districts, 40 miles square, in which 
there are ten creeks of considerable 
magnitude, besides large numbers of 
tributaries. 
Miners are permitted to 
take up claims 1,300 by 300 feet and 
by reason of this liberality have cov­ 
ered the interior country and the ocean 
beach for 30 miles. Beach claims pay 
from $0 to $15 a day. 
On Anvil creek the largest amount of 
gold taken out on Lane & Price's claim 
was nearly $1,000 in eight days. 
On 
June 22 four men on Snow gulch clean­ 
ed up $4,000 in one day. This was the 
biggest day’s work reported in any 
camp. 
Dr. Kettelson of Chicago is 
credited with one pan worth $42, while 
others have been successful in wash­ 
ing from $10 to $25. On Dexter creek 
$150 a mau a day has been taken out 
with inferior rockers, aud it is said 
that $1,000 a day could be mined with 
superior implements. 
The bedrock has not been struck in 
any of the diggings, although they are 
reported shallow—from four to ten 
feet. The summer season begins about 
June 20 and lasts until the early part 
of October. All men who have winter­ 
ed there and who have prospected the 
country declare that, as a rich mineral 
belt, it has no equal, aud they expect 
that Nome aud Anvil cities will have a 
population of thousands where there 
are hundreds now once the American 
people learn of the vast resources of 
the region. 
There is room for many 
thousands. 
The greatest evil existing in this dis­ 
trict, as will be the case in all camps 
upou the American side, according to 
the New Y’ork Sun, is the abuse of 
powers of attorney. 
Some men have 
located as many as 30 claims, and 
some pretend to own 19 and 20. This 
state of affairs has caused much dis­ 
satisfaction among newly arrived pros­ 
pectors. and trouble is expected from 
claim jumpers, who think that some 
people have, show n a tendency to be 
hoggish. 
Some scurvy exists among 
the miners, aud a party of five was 
stricken with it, but no deaths oc­ 
curred. 
Laborers could find employment at 
$5 a day and board or $7 without 
boon!. A steam schooner arrived with 
a load of lumber and asked $150 a 
thousand. There are now about 6,000 
miners in the district and hundreds 
more arriving daily. 
There were several Cape Nome min­ 
ers on the Alliance. 
All brought out 
more or less gold. The story they tell 
is wonderful. 
M. W. Price brought 
$10,000 worth of Cape Nome gold to 
St. Michael’s. 
It represented eight 
days’ work two feet below the surface 
on claim 8 on Glacier creek. L. Loen- 
berg, a German soldier who went to 
Chicago at the time of the World’s 
fair and w*ho has been in Alaska ever 
since, has a claim on Dexter creek 
that is producing an ounce an hour. 
He works with a homemade rocker. 
If he had sluice boxes, he could clean 
up $1,000 a day without difficulty. 
Gold seems to be found from the grass 
roots down. 
Deer creek is fabulously 
rich. As much as $25,000 Is offered for 
unprospected claims. Owners on Ophlr 
creek are holding out for $150,000 for 
each claim. 
David S. Lane of San 
Francisco says that the poor miner 
has not much chance, as all the rich 
creeks are staked. 
The commandant at Fort St. Mi­ 
chael’s intends to send federal troops 
to Nome City shortly. There have been 
several shooting affairs already, and 
serious riots are expected over claims 
when big crowds that stampeded from 
Dawson City arrive. 
Captain Hardwick of the Alliance 
says that the Cape Nome district w ill 
certainly rival the Klondike in spite 
of the fact that miners can work only 
four mouths in the year. 
Gold has 
never been found in the north in such 
quantities. All the returning steamers 
to Nome City will take large consign­ 
ments of coal oil, for the miners are 
convinced that they must use artificial 
fuel.

The steamer Alliance, from St. Mi­ 
chael's July 2, arrived at 
Seattle, 
Wash., the other day, bringing Cape 
Nome news to June 25, which confirms 
previous reports of the richness of the 
uew diggings. 
They embrace three 
districts, 40 miles square, in which 
there are ten creeks of considerable 
magnitude, besides large numbers of 
tributaries. 
Miners are permitted to 
take up claims 1,300 by 300 feet and 
by reason of this liberality have cov­ 
ered the interior country and the ocean 
beach for 30 miles. 
Beach claims pay 
from 80 to 815 a day. 
On Anvil creek the largest amount of 
gold taken out oil Lane A: Price's claim 
was nearly $1,000 in eight days. 
On 
June 22 four men on Snow gulch clean­ 
ed up 84,0<>o in one day. This was the 
biggest day’s work reported in any 
camp. 
I >r. Kettelson of Chicago is 
credited with one pan worth 842, while 
others have been successful in wash­ 
ing from 810 to $25. 
Oil Dexter creek 
•$150 a man a day has been taken out 
with inferior rockers, aud it is said 
that $l,ooo a day could be mined with 
superior implements. 
Tile bedrock has not been struck in 
any of the diggings, although they are 
reported shallow—from four to ten 
feet. The Rummer season begins about 
June 20 and lasts until the early part 
of October. All meu who have winter­ 
ed there and who have prospected the 
country declare that, as a rich mineral 
belt, it has no equal, and they expect 
that Nome aud Anvil cities will have a 
population of thousands where there 
are hundreds now once the American 
people learn of the vast resources of 
the region. 
There is room for many 
thousands. 
The greatest evil existing in this dis­ 
trict, as will be the case in all camps 
upou the American side, according to 
the New York Sun, is the abuse of 
powers of attorney. 
Some meu have 
located as many as 30 claims, and 
some pretend to own IO and 20. 
This 
state of affairs has caused much dis­ 
satisfaction among newly arrived pros­ 
pectors, and trouble is expected from 
claim jumpers, who think that some 
people have, shown a tendency to be 
hoggish. 
Some scurvy exists among 
the miners, aud a party of five was 
stricken with it, but no deaths oc­ 
cur ivd. 
Laborers could find employment at 
$5 a day and board or $7 without 
board. A steam schooner arrived with 
a load of lumber and asked $150 a 
thousand. 
There are now about 6,000 
miuers in the district and hundreds 
more arriving daily. 
There were several Cape Nome min­ 
ers on the Alliance. 
All brought out 
more or less gold. The story they tell 
is wonderful. 
M. XV. Price brought 
$10,000 worth of Cape Nome gold to 
St. Michael’s. 
It represented eight 
days’ work two feet below the surface 
on claim 8 on Glacier creek. 
L. Loen- 
berg. a German soldier who went to 
Chicago at the time of the World’s 
fair and who has been in Alaska ever 
since, has a claim on Dexter creek 
that is producing an ounce an hour. 
He works with a homemade rocker. 
If he had sluice boxes, he could clean 
up $1,000 a day without difficulty. 
Gold seems to be found from the grass 
roots down. 
Deer creek is fabulously 
rich. As much as $25,000 Is offered for 
unprospected claims. Owners on Ophir 
creek are holding out for $150,(XX) for 
earli claim. 
David S. Lane of San 
Francisco says that the poor miner 
has not much chance, as all the rich 
creeks are staked. 
The commandant at Fort St. Mi­ 
chael’s intends to send federal troops 
to Nome City shortly. There have been 
several shooting affairs already, and 
serious riots are expected over claims 
when big crowds that stampeded from 
Dawson City arrive. 
Captain Hardwick of the Alliance 
says that tile Cape Nome district will 
certainly rival the Klondike iu spite 
of the fact that miners can work only 
four months in the year. 
Gold has 
never been found in the north in such 
quantities. All the returning steamers 
to Nome City will take large consign­ 
ments of coal oil, for the miners are 
convinced that they must use artificial 
fuel. 


that this country was a most luxuriant 
and tropical place thousands of years 
ago, and while digging for gold they 
are continually finding great mastodon 
tusks from 30 to BO feet down. 
They 
found one only a short time ago. and 
it was over 16 feet long and 24 inches 
in diameter, which weighed over a 
ton. 
One can hardly imagine a mon­ 
ster large enough to carry two such 
tusks. The tusks seem to be In almost 
jierfect condition and one solid mass 
of ivory.” 
According to Mr. Dunham, "three 
newspapers are now published In Daw­ 
son City—The Nugget, Yukon Sun and 
Miner- and there is probably no city 
of its size in the world where there 
are so many orchestras and bands 
playing continuously as here, for all 
the dance halls and theaters, from 8 
o’clock every night until 8 o’clock in 
the morning, are in full sway, with 
the exception of Saturday night, as 
they have to close at 12 o’clock then."

time. 
“W hen I lirst went to Japan I could 
not understand how, on the foreign 
side of Hie Japanese hotels, the accom­ 
modations could be so inferior, when 
the Japanese portion was kept scrupu­ 
lously clean. 
One would naturally 
think th at a people whose houses were 
so spotless would revolt at having a 
portion of their premises in a filthy 
condition. 
“But, as explained to me by the land­ 
lord of one of these hybrid establish­ 
ments: ‘Foreigners are dirty by nature. 
They go about their houses in their 
boots, and consequently they cannot 
wish to have their rooms kept in prop­ 
er condition.’ ’’—Literature.

—Dear mother and all the r e st:

is the first tim e I have had a chance 
to w rite for three weeks. 
Our first 
camp was five m iles in front of Manila. 
We left there 
three 
weeks ago and 
started after the niggers. 
This place is 
I 42 m iles from Manila and it was the 
; hardest three weeks I ever pot in. 
We : 
carried 
haversack, 
canteen, 
rubber | 
I blanket and 150 rounds of amm unition. 
! The first towns we struck were Kluken, 
Malolo.s and Calumpit. 
W e camped 
two 
nig hts 
at 
Calumpit, 
and 
then 
w e 
started 
up 
the 
Rio 
Grande river w ith one battery of the 
First artillery, one battalion of the 
N inth infantry and the Seventeenth in ­ 
fantry, with the Laguna De Bay as an 
escort. 
The Lagnna De Bay is a small 
river gunboat. 
She carries tw o four 
pounders and three g atling guns, and 
she was quite a help to us. W e marched 
nine m iles before we had any trouble. 
The gunboat was about one-half mile in 
front of us, to locate the enem y. 
When 
we were entering San Louise the niggers 
opened upon us. 
The gunboat shelled 
the trenches and sent 
a 
few four 
pounders into an old church, and yon 
could see them running in all directions. 
We took possession of the town and 
staid there one nig ht and started up the 
river the next morning and found San 
I Daba and Isadore deserted. We expected 
a scrap at Santa Anna, but found the 
I trenches deserted. 
W e joined General 
I Lawton at Mount Erit, then came back 
to Santa 
Anna and from 
there to 
I Mexico, and here we are for the rainy 
, season. 
All we had to cover us was a 
small rubber blanket. 
The roads were 
I muddy and the sun as hot as hades. We 
would camp for the nig ht and just get 
laid down, when someone out on post 
would fire at a palm leaf or a dog, think­ 
ing it was a nigger. Of 0011^*^6 we would 
fall in and find the trouble, and then 
lay down again and let the mosquitos 
have a chance. 
Between the niggers, 
mosquitos and rain, we did not get much 
rest. 
This place is the second largest 
city on the island. 
Most of the large 
buildings have been destroyed. 
I think 
I will g et my discharge before long, 
under general order No. 40. 
I hope so. 
I have not heard from home since we 
landed, and I wish you would write. 
I 
w ill close for this tim e. 
Hoping this 
w ill find yon all well.

S a n F e r n a n d o , P h i l i p p i n e I s l a n d s . 
—Dear mother and all the rest: This 
is the first time I have had a chance 
to write for three weeks. 
Our first 
camp was five miles in front of Manila. 
We left there three weeks ago and 
started after the niggers. This place is 
42 miles from Manila and it was the 
hardest three weeks I ever pot in. 
We 
carried 
haversack, 
canteen, 
rubber 
blanket and 150 rounds of ammunition. 
The first towns we struck were Kluken, 
Malolos and Calnmpit. 
We camped 
two 
nights 
at 
Calnmpit, 
and 
then 
we 
started 
up 
the 
Rio 
Grande river with one battery of the 
First artillery, one battalion of the 
Ninth infantry and the Seventeenth in­ 
fantry, with the Laguna De Bay as an 
escort. 
The Laguna De Bay is a small 
river gunboat. She carries two four 
pounders and three gatling guns, and 
she was quite a help to us. We marched 
nine miles before we had any trouble. 
The gunboat was about one-half mile in 
front of us, to locate the enemy. 
When 
we were entering San Louise the niggers 
opened upon us. The gunboat shelled 
the trenches and sent a 
few four 
pounders into an old church, and you 
could see them running in all directions. 
We took possession of the town and 
staid there one night and started up the 
river the next morning and found San 
Daba and Isadore deserted. We expected 
a scrap at Santa Anna, but found the 
trenches deserted. 
We joined General 
Lawton at Mount Erit, then came back 
to Santa 
Anna and from 
there to 
Mexico, and here we are for the rainy 
season. 
All we had to cover us was a 
small rubber blanket. 
The roads were 
1 muddy aud the sun as hot as hades. We 
I would camp for the night and just get 
| laid down, when someone out on post. 
j would fire at a palm leaf or a dog, think- 
! ing it was a nigger. Of course we would 
fall in and find the trouble, and then 
lay down again and let the mosquitos 
have a chance. 
Between the niggers, 
mosquitos and rain, we did not get much 
rest. This place is the second largest 
city on the island. 
Most of the large 
buildings have been destroyed. 
I think 
I will get my discharge before long, 
under general order No. 40. 
I hope so. 
I have not heard from home since we 
lauded, and I wish you would write. I 
will close for this time.

This place is 
42 miles from Manila and it was the 
hardest three weeks I ever put in.

She carries two four 
pounders and three galling guns, and 
she was quite a help to n6. W e marched 
nine miles before we had any trouble.

we were entering San Louise the niggers 
opened upon ne. 
The gunboat shelled 
the trenches and sent

pounders into an old church, and yon 
coaid see them running in all directions. 
We took possession of the town and 
staid there one night and started up the 
river the next morning and found San 
Daba and Isadore deserted. We expected 
a scrap at Santa Anna, but found the 
trenches deserted.

ad<le<l to the ecjuipment of the Man- 
b attaii Eye and Ear hospital, in New 
Yora 
The instrum ent, which is known 
as a giant iiiakriJF*t. is so powerful that 
It will hoM 250 ¡.uunds of .steel cling­ 
ing to it and will seize with a viselike 
griji a b uncli of keys throw n at it. 
This first test was made when a man 
was ijrought into the Ix ispital w ith a 
Wi ll marked cut at one side of the eye­ 
b all. made b y a sliver of steel Hying 
revolving lathe. 
The 
i)it of the .sharp steel had cnt almost 
through the entire eye into the poste­ 
rior chanib t r 
in the 
vitreous fiuid, 
where no 
surgical instrum ent could 
ever reach it witlx jut destroying the 
eye. Dr. Frank Barker, who performed 
the operatiiUi, turned the electric power 
into the m agnet and then, with the 
patient on an operating tab le, moved 
him gradually toward the magnet. 
A* 
the eye came nearer and nearer, the 
magnet, 
a ttra c tin g the b it of steel, 
drew the eye far from the *acket. 
The pain was almost unb earab le, b ut 
the m ysterious power of the m agnet 
finally 
drew the steel from the eye 
through the opening it had m ade in go­ 
ing in. 
As it left the eye the b it of 
steel flew like a flash to the m agnet 
and clung there, while the eye sank 
b ack to its natural position. Dr. Parker 
told a reporter of the New York Herald 
afterw ard that the sight of the eye 
would prob ab ly b e saved, though the 
man would have to stay at the hospital 
a long tim e for treatm ent. 
B ut for the 
magnet, b e said, the case would have 
b een hopele.ss. as it would have b een 
necessary to 
take out the eye. 
The 
magnet is so powerful, b e said, it will 
draw a piece of steel directly through 
a hum an eye even if no cut has b een 
made. 
For diagnosing ca.ses of injury 
to the eye the m agnet is invaluab le, the 
doctor said, for very often it is impos­ 
sib le to tell what has caused the trou­ 
b le. 
If it is some other sub stance than 
steel, an operation is then necessary. 
The iJiHgnet, which is the invention 
of Dr. Haab , a G erm an professor, is 
shaped at each end. or pole, like a tor­ 
pedo. It is 22 inches long and 14 inches 
in diameter. 
Between the poles, made 
of p< lished steel, the core of the m ag­ 
net is wonml w ith steel wires. It takes 
1.') amperes and 110 volts to saturate 
these coils 
To facilitate its movement 
so that it <*an b e b rought close to the 
eye of a patient the m agnet is m ounted 
on a swivel joint, all b eing fastened to 
a portab le tab le. 
Magnets have long 
b een used in rem oving pieces of steel 
from the eye. b ut this new one is far 
more powerful than any ever used in 
the ho.spital b efore and will draw a 
nail from an ordinary thin piue b oard.

The introduction of English has been 
successful, but there is much uneasi­ 
ness on the part of many people as 
they contem plate the result of every 
child being able 
to 
speak English. 
These people are fearful of the Anteri 
can influences that would be sure to 
follow a knowledge of the English lan- 
guage, says the Boston Herald. Others 
w ho would Americanize the island at 
once have felt there has been too much 
delay In preparing the educational pro­ 
visions for the future, but Mr. Eaton 
took tim e to study carefully the pro­ 
posed changes aud to introduce them 
in a way that would enable the people 
to see their Importance. 
Governor General Henry, before his 
departure from the Island, gave assur­ 
ance that the Insular treasury could 
pay $325,000 for education next year. 
It was decided that this should be di­ 
vided equally for the benefit of the 
w hole island aud used maluly for the 
paym ent of the teachers’ salaries. The 
m unicipalities are expected to furnish 
buildings for the schools and homes 
for the teachers and m eet any further 
necessary expenses 
Mr. Eaton says: “I Impressed upon 
the 
teachers 
the 
fact 
that 
public 
schools must he conducted in the in 
terest of the public aud not In the In­ 
terest of any class. This does not in 
terfere with the rich providing out of 
their own means for the instruction of 
their children, nor does It interfere 
w ith teachers who choose to establish 
other 
than 
public schools 
for 
pay 
scholars; nor does It forbid Hie tench 
era of public schools teaching for pay 
In hours not occupied in the public 
school, but it does proceed upon the 
principle that 
In 
the public service 
there must be no distinction between 
the rich and the poor, aud that during 
the hours for which the teacher is 
paid by the public he must devote him 
self faithfully to the instruction of all 
the children under his care. 
“A w ay has been found not to dis 
place native 
teachers, as 
so 
many 
prophesied would be done, but to in­ 
troduce supervisors of English instruc­ 
tion 
who 
should train both native 
teachers and pupils in the correct pro­ 
nunciation of 
English. 
The island, 
therefore, is divided between 16 super­ 
visors, whose 
native 
language w as 
English. 
Before tile year closes it is 
hoped 10.000 pupils will have made a 
beginning in tills important acquisi­ 
tion. 
It should be remembered that 
this expense bas been met aud the 
small textbooks in English Introduced 
have not been a charge upon the mu­ 
nicipalities, blit have been paid for out 
of the Insular treasury, the like of 
which lins never been done before. 
“We have provided for the grading 
of the schools, from the kindergarten 
class by class, according to qualifica­ 
tion, and from the high school to the 
state normal aud academic school, and 
for the possibility of a university when 
youths are prepared for that grade of 
instruction. 
Instead of a single Insti­ 
tution of 
a higher grade conducted 
maiuly for the benefit of the capital at 
the expense of the entire Island, It lins 
been provided that each of the m u­ 
nicipalities may have a high school, 
whose teachers will be paid from the 
insular treasury, where pupils w ill re­ 
ceive instruction of a higher grade 
than it has beeu possible to obtain on 
the Island before, thus benefiting three 
or four times as many young people 
as at present and giving a large num­ 
ber of aspiring teachers an opportunity 
for training in pedagogy.”

This first test was made when a man 
wa- brought into the hospital w ith a 
well marked cut at one side of tile eye­ 
ball. made by a sliver of st^el flying 
from a rapidly revolving lathe. 
The 
bit of the sharp steel had cut almost 
through the entire eye into the poste­ 
rior chamber 
in the vitreous fluid, 
where no 
surgical instrum ent could 
ever reach it w ithout destroying the 
eye. Dr. Frank Barker, who performed 
the operation, turned the electric power 
into the magnet and then, with the 
patient on an operating table, moved 
him gradually toward the magnet. 
As 
the eye came nearer and nearer, the 
magnet, 
attracting the bit of steel, 
drew the eye far from the socket. 
The pain was almost unbearable, but 
the m ysterious power of the magnet 
finally 
drew the steel from the eye 
through the opening it had made in go­ 
ing in. 
As it left the eye the bit of 
steel flew like a flash to the m agnet 
and clung there, while the eye sank 
back to its natural position. Dr. Parker 
told a reporter of the New York Herald 
afterward that the sight of the eye 
would probably be saved, though the 
man would have to stay at the hospital 
a long tim e for treatm ent. 
But for the 
magnet, he said, the case would have 
been hopeless, as it would have been 
necessary to 
take out the eye. 
The 
magnet is so powerful, be said, it w ill 
draw a piece of steel directly through 
a human eye even if no cut has been 
made. 
For diagnosing cases of injury 
to the eye the m agnet is invaluable, the 
doctor said, for very often it is impos 
sible to tell what has caused the trou 
hie. 
If it is some other substance than 
steel, an operation is then necessary. 
The m agnet, which is the invention 
of Dr. Haab, a German professor, is 
shaped at each end, or pole, like a tor­ 
pedo. It is 22 inches long and 14 inches 
in diameter. 
Between the poles, made 
of polished steel, the core of the m ag­ 
net is wound with steel wires. It takes 
15 amperes aud 110 volts to saturate 
these coils 
To facilitate its movement 
so that it can be brought close to the 
eye of a patient the m agnet is mounted 
on a sw ivel joint, all being fastened to 
a portable table. 
Magnets have long 
been used in rem oving pieces of steel 
from the eye, but this new one is far 
inure powerful than any ever used in 
the hospital before and w ill draw a 
nail from an ordinary thin pine board

W e shall sail from North Sydney about 
July 17 and proceed to Disco Island, 
from where we shall go along the coast 
to Angelfield gulf. That is Peary’s first 
station, and we shall leave the supplies 
to be carried inland over the ice by 
natives w ith their dog teams to each of 
Peary’s several relief stations up to the 
farthest point the explorer has reached 
Peary has not been heard of for nearly 
a year, but there is no reason to fear 
that he is in trouble, for his scheme for 
advancing, 
although 
a slow one, is 
very safe. 
It is improbable that we 
w ill meet him at Angelfield gulf. 
“ After we have unloaded the Diana of 
the stores for Peary the return trip 
w ill be turned into a tour for scientific 
exploration. Chiefly deep sea investiga­ 
tions w ill be carried od, and we shall 
take a carload of specially prepared 
dredging apparatus to aid us. 
Very 
little is known of the fauna below the 
depth of 500 fathoms, and, as our ap­ 
paratus w ill enable us to dredge to a 
depth of over 1,000 fathoms, we ex­ 
pect to obtain some extremely valuable 
and interesting results Most of our ex­ 
plorations in this line w ill be carried 
en in Baffin’s bay, where depths can be 
found of a,OOO fathoms in places.

expect to return home about the 1st of 
October ”

Harnessing liquid air so that it will 
be av a ila b le for commercial purposes 
is the problem which J. F. Brady of 
Chicago claim s to have solved. Patents 
on the receptacles have been secured in 
the United States and are pending in 
the European countries. Mr. Brady has 
returned from New York and W ashing­ 
ton, where he was in consultation with 
Charles Tripler and Captain Zalinski, 
inventor of the dynam ite gun used on 
the Vesuvius, in relation to this and 
other inventions, says the N ew York 
Times. 
The device which, it is claimed, w ill 
hold liquid air for a considerable tim # 
is being used by Mr. Tripler at pres­ 
ent. 
It consists of a six gallon copper 
tank, 
provided 
with a safty valva 
Around this is a coat of wool packing, 
incased in another copper cask, also 
provided w ith a safety valve. 
Then 
conies another ccat of wool packing 
incased in turn by a steel cask, pro­ 
vided with a safety valve, as the others. 
The top screws into the vessel. 
The intense cold of the liquid air— 
312 degrees below zero— causes such a 
contraction of the copper that the top 
of the vessel has to be subjected to the 
same intense cold in order to make the 
threads fit into the threads in the vessel 
proper. 
By this device it is possible, 
according to the inventor, to contain 
the liquid air with perfect safety for a 
period long enough to make possible its 
us3 on transatlantic steamers, if the 
liquid air were used for power instead 
of steam.

This doughty warrior was not a B rit­ 
ish commodore, as some people would 
like to have others believe, but be was 
an American fighter and was sent by 
the government in 1779 to Castine to 
recapture this historic old place from 
the British. 
He had a good fleet, w ell 
manned, and when he cast his anchor 
in front of the battlem ents of Castine 
he presented rather an imposing fore# 
before the enemy, says the New York 
Sun. 
Had he struck im m ediately be could 
have probably captured the place, but 
he waited and waited, and days passed 
w ithout the fight taking place. 
He 
waited too long. 
A British fleet as 
strong as his own made its appearance 
in the bay. and then there was nothing 
to do but flee. The commodore did flee, 
and he started hastily up the Penob­ 
scot w ith the British close at his heels. 
Upon reaching Bangor Saltonstall and 
his men deserted the ship**, took what 
stuff they could carry and blew up 
their vessel off City Point in order to 
prevent the pursuing force from get­ 
ting any prize.

Governor General Henry, before bls 
d eparture from the island, gave assur 
ance th a t the Insular treasury could 
pay 1325,000 for education next year 
I t was decided th at this should be d i­ 
vided equally for the benefit of the 
whole island aud used maluly for the 
paym ent of the teachers’ salaries. The 
m unicipalities are expected to furnish 
buildings for the schools and homes 
for the teachers and m eet any further 
necessary expenses. 
Mr. Eaton says: "I impressed upon 
the 
teachers 
the 
fact 
th at 
public 
schools m ust be conducted in the in­ 
terest of the public aud not In the In­ 
terest of any class. 
This does not in­ 
terfere with the rich providing out of 
their owu m eans for the Instruction of 
their children, nor does It interfere 
w ith teachers who choose to establish 
other 
than 
public 
schools 
for 
pay 
scholars; nor does it forbid the teach­ 
ers of public schools teaching for pay 
In hours not occupied in the public 
school, but it does proceed upon the 
principle th at 
in 
the public service 
there m ust be no distinction between 
the rich and tile poor, and th at during 
the hours for which the teacher is 
paid by the public lie m ust devote him 
self faithfully to the instruction of all 
th e children under his care. 
“A way lias been found not to dis­ 
place 
native 
teachers, as 
so 
m any 
prophesied would be done, but to In­ 
troduce supervisors of English instruc­ 
tion 
who 
should train both uatlve 
teachers aud pupils in the correct pro­ 
nunciation of 
English. 
The island, 
therefore, is divided between 16 super­ 
visors, whose 
native 
language w as 
English. 
Before the year closes it is 
hoped 10,000 pupils will have made a 
beginning in tills im portant acquisi­ 
tion. 
It should be remem bered that 
this expense has been met aud the 
small textbooks in English Introduced 
have not beeu a charge upon the m u ­ 
nicipalities, hut have been paid for out 
of the insular treasury, the like of 
which lins never been done before. 
“ We have provided for the grading 
of the schools, from the kindergarten 
class by class, according to qualifica­ 
tion. aud from the high school to the 
state normal aud academ ic school, and 
for the possibility of a university when 
youths are prepared for that grade of 
Instruction. 
Instead of a single insti­ 
tution of 
a higher grade conducted 
mainly for the benefit of the capital at 
the expense of the entire Island. It lins 
been provided th a t each of the m u ­ 
nicipalities may have a high school, 
whose teachers will be paid from the 
Insular treasury, w here pupils will re­ 
ceive instruction of a 
higher grade 
than it has beeu possible to obtain on 
the island before, thus benefiting three 
or four tinii^s as many young people 
as at present ami giving a large num ­ 
ber of aspiring teachers an opportunity 
for training iii pedagogy.”

W ith most saccenpftil results the first 
i practical test aas just been made of a 
powerful new electro m agnet recently 
added to the equipm ent of the Man- 
' Lott tan Eye and Ear hospital, in New 
York 
The instrum ent, which is known 


I as a giant magnet, is so powerful that 
it will hold 250 pounds of ste e l cling­ 
ing to it and will seize with a viselike 
grip a bunch of keys throw n at it. 
Tins ttrr*t test was made when a man 
wa- brought into the hospital w ith a 
well marked cut at fine side of the eye­ 
ball. made by a sliver of steel Hying 
from a rapidly revolving lathe. 
The 
hit of the sharp steel had cut almost 
through the e n tir e eye into the poste­ 
rior chamber 
in the 
vitreous fluid, 
where no surgical instrum ent could 
ever reach it w ithout destroying the 
eye. Dr. Frank Parker, who performed 
the operation, turned the electric power 
into the magnet and then, with the 
patient on an operating table, moved 
him gradually tow ard the magnet. 
As 
the eye came nearer and nearer, the 
magnet, 
a ttra ctin g the bit of steel, 
drew the eye fur from the socket. 
The pain was almost unbearable, but 
the mysterious power of the m agnet 
finally 
drew the steel from the eye 
through the opening it had made in go­ 
ing in. 
As it left the eye the hit of 
steel flew like a flash to the m agnet 
and clung there, while the eye sank 
back to its natural position. Dr. P arker 
told a reporter of the New York Herald 
afterw ard that the sight of the eye 
would probably be saved, though the 
man would have to stay at the hospital 
a long tim e for treatm ent. 
But for the 
m agnet, he said, the case would have 
been hopeless, as it would have been 
necessary to 
take out the eye. 
The 
m agnet is so powerful, be said, it will 
draw a piece of steel directly through 
a hum an eye even if no cut has been 
made. 
For diagnosing cases of injury 
to the eye the m agnet is invaluable, the 
doctor said, for very often it is impos­ 
sible to tell what has caused the trou­ 
ble. 
If it is some other substance than 
steel, an operation is then necessary. 
The m agnet, which is the invention 
of Dr. Haab, a G erm an professor, is 
shaped at each end, or pole, like a tor­ 
pedo. It is 23 inches long and 14 inches 
iii diameter. 
Between the poles, made 
of polished steel, the core of the m ag­ 
net is wound with steel wires. It takes 
lo amperes and 110 volts to saturate 
these coils. 
To facilitate its movement 
so that it can be brought close to the 
eye of a patient the m agnet is mounted 
on a swivel joint, all being fastened to 
a portable table. 
M agnets have long 
been used in rem oving pieces of steel 
from the eye, but this new one is far 
more powerful than any ever used in 
the hospital before and will draw a 
nail from an ordinary thin pine board.

supply of provisions, so that if an y ­ 
thing wrong happens in his advance he 
can easily fall hack on the nearest post. 
We shall sail from North Sydney about 
Ju ly 17 and proceed to Disco Island, 
from where we shall go along the coast 
to Angelfield gulf. T h at is P eary ’s first 
station, and we shall leave the supplies 
to he carried inland over the ice by 
natives w ith their dog teams to each of 
P eary ’s several relief stations up to the 
farthest point the explorer has reached. 
Peary has not been heard of for nearly 
a year, but there is no reason to fear 
that he is in trouble, for his scheme for 
advancing, 
although 
a slow one, is 
very safe. 
It is improbable that we 
will meet him a t Angelfield gulf. 
“ A fter we have unloaded the Diana of 
the stores for Peary the return trip 
will he turned into a tour for scientific 
exploration. Chiefly deepsea investiga­ 
tions will be carried on, and we shall 
take a carload of specially prepared 
dredging apparatus to aid us. 
Very 
little is known of the fauna below the 
depth of 500 fathoms, and, as our a p ­ 
paratus will enable us to dredge to a 
depth of over 1,000 fathoms, we ex­ 
pect to obtain some extremely valuable 
and interesting results 
Most of our ex­ 
plorations in this line will be carried 
en in Baffin’s hay, where depths can be 
found of 2,OOO fathom s in places.

C h i c a g o a n C la im * to H a v e a P r a c t i ­ 
c a l P la n t o I ne It. 
Harnessing liquid air so that it will 
he available for commercial purposes 
is the problem which J. F. Brady of 
Chicago claims to have solved. Patents 
on the receptacles have been secured in 
the United States and are pending in 
the European countries. Mr. Brady has 
returned from New York and W ashing­ 
ton. where he was in consultation with 
Charles Tripler and C aptain Zalinski, 
inventor of the dynam ite gun used on 
the Vesuvius, in relation to this and 
other inventions, says the New York 
Times. 
The device which, it is claimed, will 
hold liquid air for a considerable tim e 
is beiug used by Mr. Tripler a t pres­ 
ent. 
It consists of a six gallon copper 
tank, 
provided 
w ith a salty valve. 
Around this is a coat of wool packing, 
incased in another copper cask, also 
provided with a safety valve. 
Then 
comes another coat of wool packing, 
incased in tu rn by a steel cask, pro­ 
vided with a safety valve, as the others. 
The top screws into the vessel. 
The intense cold of the liquid air— 
312 degrees below zero—causes such a 
contraction of the copper that the top 
of the vessel has to be subjected to the 
same intense cold in order to make the 
threads fit into the threads in the vessel 
proper. 
By this device it is possible, 
according to the inventor, to contain 
the liquid air with perfect safety for a 
period long enough to make possible its 
usa on transatlantic steamers, if the 
liquid air were used for power instead 
of steam. 
A mercury therm om eter is 
affected at a distance of 50 feet from 
one of these casks, the mercury drop­ 
ping perceptibly 
Two of these casks 
Lave been made in Mr. B rad y ’s private 
workshop

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NEW FIELD MORTARS. 


Efficient Weapons Being Per­ 
fected For Use In Philippines. 


WILL BE TESTED AT SANDY HOOK.

A Dumber of portable mortars, suita 
hie for service in the field in the Phil­ 
ippines, will soon be forwarded from 
the Watervliet arsenal at Washington 
for proof tests at Sandy Hook. 
They 
are practically the first of the kind 
turned out in the United States. 
These mortars are patterned closely 
after the type represented by the 
Krupp 2.93 inch mortar. 
In the opin­ 
ion of many ordnance experts, how­ 
ever, the new American m ortar will 
be found to be a much more ethcieut 
weapon than the German. These mor­ 
tars weigh about 115 pounds each aud 
the carriage about as much as the gun. 
A crew of four men is needed to work 
each weapon, says the New York Post. 
The plan for their use will be to car­ 
ry three or four m ortars in a wagon, 
lait should the country prove too rough 
for this style of transportation th* 
weapons will be packed on muleback. 
The new guns have the advantage that 
they can lie lifted about readily by 
hand. 
In appearance the new pieces 
are most diminutive, the length of 
each gun being about 18 inches. 
It is 
planned, it is said, to use the same 
shell iii tin* mortars as will be employ­ 
ed in the new caliber light artillery 
fieldpiece. 
The powder charge for the 
mortar, of course, will be greatly re 
duced. the weight, as designed, being 
less than one-half pound of black pow­ 
der. 
The smokeless powder charge 
will be even less. 
The range tables show, It Is stated, a 
wonderful efficiency for the new pygmy 
pieces, which. It should be known, are 
designed for use in the most advanced 
trenches, their specific function being 
to clear the trenches occupied in the 
Immediate front by the enemy. 
For 
this purpose shells loaded with shrap­ 
nel will be largely employed, though 
it is also arrauged to use a special type 
of mine shell, carrying a charge of 
high explosive. 
The firing tables afford a maximum 
range for the new pieces when laid at 
at angle of 45 degrees of about 3,700 
yards, which distance assumes the use 
of a special shell lighter than the pro­ 
jectile employed by the standard field­ 
pieces. When using a full sized light 
battery shell, the range attainable is 
declared to be about 2.700 yards. 
It will be recalled that in the Vicks­ 
burg campaign General Grant so ap­ 
preciated the need of mortars for verti­ 
cal tire that roughly constructed guns, 
banded with metal, were tried. 
In the 
Santiago campaign it was the opinion 
of many officers that the services of 
mortars could have been utilized time 
“od again. 
The small sized weapons 
uow nearing completion a t W atervliet 
• aa he dragged along the ground on a 
wooden skid by a dozen men, no m at­ 
ter how muddy or soft the soil.

A number of portable m ortars, suita­ 
ble for service in the field in the Phil­ 
ippines, will soon be forw arded from 
the W atervliet arsenal a t W ashington 
tor proof tests at Sandy Hook. 
They 
are practically the first of the kind 
turned out in the United States. 
These m ortars are patterned closely 
after the type 
represented 
by 
the 
Krupp - b*”» iut*h m ortar. 
In the opin­ 
ion of many ordnance experts, how ­ 
ever, the new Am erican m ortar will 
he found to be a much more ethcient 
weapon than the Germ an. 
These m or­ 
tars weigh about 115 pounds each aud 
the c a r r i a g e about as much as the gun. 
A crew of four men is needed to work 
each weapon, says the New York Post. 
The plan for their use will he to car­ 
ry three or four m ortars iii a wagon, 
hut should the country prove too rough 
for this style of transportation the 
weapons will be parked on muleback. 
The new guns have the advantage that 
they can be lifted about readily by 
hand. 
In appearance the new pieces 
are most diminutive, the length of 
each gun being about 18 inches. 
It is 
planned, it is said, to use the same 
shell in the m ortars as will be employ­ 
ed in the new caliber light artillery 
fieldpiece. 
The pow der charge for the 
mortar, of course, will be greatly re­ 
duced. the weight, as designed, being 
less than one-half pound of black pow­ 
der. 
The sm okelesi pow der charge 
will be even less. 
The range tables show, It is stated, a 
wonderful efficiency for the new pygmy 
pieces, which, it should be known, are 
designed for use in the m ost advanced 
trenches, their specific function being 
to clear the trenches occupied in the 
Immediate front by the enemy. 
For 
this purpose shells loaded with sh rap ­ 
nel will be largely employed, though 
it is also arranged to use a special type 
of mine shell, carrying a charge of 
high explosive. 
The firing tables afford a m axim um 
range for the new’ pieces when laid at 
ac angle of 45 degrees of about 3,700 
yards, which distance assum es the use 
of a special shell lighter than the pro­ 
jectile employed by the stan d ard field­ 
pieces. When using a full sized light 
battery shell, the range attainable Is 
declared to be about 2.700 yards. 
It will be recalled th a t in the Vicks­ 
burg campaign G eneral G rant so a p ­ 
preciated tile need of m ortars for verti­ 
cal fire that roughly constructed guns. 
banded with metal, were tried. 
In the 
Santiago campaign it wras the opinion 
of many officers th a t the services of 
mortars could have been utilized time 
aud again. 
The sm all sized weapons 
now nearing completion a t W atervliet 
tau be dragged along the ground on a 
wooden skid by a dozen men, no m a t­ 
ter how muddy or soft the soil. 
It is 
hoped by the ordnance officials to su p ­ 
ply General Otis w ith several dozen 
of the new field m o rtars by the early 
fall. 
The shrapnel shell designed for the 
fold mortars will contain about 150 
balls. 
The shrapnel shell, w hen used 
against troops sheltered by a trench or 
who may be lying behind abatis, is 
burst in the air by m eans of a time 
foae, graduated to fractional parts of 
a second. 
K now ing the distance of 
the enemy’s position and the tim e re­ 
quired for a shell to reach th a t posi­ 
tion, the fuse is cut accordingly. 
The 
object is to burst th e shrapnel a little 
short of and over th e enem y’s position, 
and as the shrapnel balls have the 
original impetus im parted by the shell 
proper they are still carried forward, 
^hile at the sam e tim e they scatter. 
Hie general trend of a shrapnel burst 
lp that of a cone inverted.

Nome news to June 25, which confirms 
previous reports of the richness of the 
new diggings. 
They embrace three 
districts, 40 miles square, in which 
there are ten creeks of considerable 
magnitude, besides large numbers of 
tributaries. 
Miners are permitted to 
take up claims 1,300 by 300 feet anil 
by reason of this liberality have cov­ 
ered tile Interior country and the ocean 
beach for 30 miles. 
Beach claims pay 
from $9 to £15 a day. 
On Anvil creek the largest amount of 
gold taken out on Lane & Price’s claim 
was nearly $1,000 in eight days. 
On 
June 22 four men on Snow gulch clean­ 
ed ti]) si,ooo in one day. This was tile 
biggest day's work reported In any 
camp. 
Dr. Kettelson of Chicago is 
credited with one pan worth £42, while 
Others have been successful in wash 
lug from $10 to $25. 
On Dexter creek 
$150 a mau a day has been taken out 
with inferior rockers, aud it is said 
that $1,000 a day could be mined with 
superior implements. 
The bedrock lias not been struck iii 
any of the diggings, although they are 
reported shallow- from four to ten 
feet. The summer season begins about 
June 20 and lasts until the early part 
of October. 
All men who have winter­ 
ed there aud who have prospected the 
country declare that, as a rich mineral 
belt, it has no equal, aud they expect 
that Nome aud Anvil cities will have a 
population of thousands where there 
are hundreds now once the American 
people learn of the vast resources of 
the region. 
There is room for many 
thousands. 
The greatest evil existing in this dis­ 
trict. as will lie the case in all camps 
upon the American side, according to 
the New York Stiu, is the abuse of 
powers of attorney. 
Some men have 
located as many as 30 claims, and 
some pretend to own 19 and 20. 
This 
state of affairs has caused much dis­ 
satisfaction among newly arrived pros­ 
pectors. and trouble is expected from 
claim jumpers, who think that some 
people have, shown a tendency to be 
hoggish. 
Some scurvy exists amoug 
the miners, aud a party of five was 
stricken with it, but no deaths oc­ 
curred. 
Laborers could find employment at 
$5 a day and tabard or $7 without 
board. A steam schooner arrived with 
load of lumber and asked $150 a 
thousand. 
There are now about 6,000 
millers in the district aud hundreds 
more arriving daily. 
There were several Tape Nome min­ 
ers on the Alliance. 
AH brought out 
more or less gold. The story they tell 
is wonderful. 
M. W. Trice brought 
$10,000 worth of Cape Nome gold to 
St. Michael’s. 
It represented eight 
lays’ work two feet below the surface 
on claim 8 on (Jlacier creek. 
L. Loen- 
berg. a German soldier who went to 
Chicago at the time of the World’a 
fair aud who has been in Alaska ever 
since, has a claim on Dexter creek 
that Is producing an ounce an hour. 
He works with a homemade rocker. 
If tie had sluice boxes, he could clean 
up $1,006 a day without difficulty. 
Gold seems to be found from the grass 
roots down. 
Deer creek is fabulously 
rich. 
As much as $25,000 Is offered for 
unprospected claims. Owners on Ophir 
reek are holding out for $150,000 for 
each claim. 
David 8. Lane of San 
Francisco says that the poor miner 
has not much chance, as all the rich 
creeks are staked. 
The commandant at Fort St. Mi­ 
chael's intends to send federal troops 
to Nome City shortly. There have been 
several shooting affairs already, and 
serious riots are expected over claims 
when big crowds that stampeded from 
Dawson City arrive. 
Captain Hardwick of the Alliance 
says that the Cape Nome district will 
certainly rival the Klondike in spite 
of the fact that miners eau work only 
four months in the year. 
Gold has 
uever been found in the north in such 
quantities. 
AH the returning steamers 
to Nome City will take large consign­ 
ments of coal oil, for the miners are 
convinced that they must use artificial 
fuel. 


that this country was a most luxuriant 
and tropical place thousands of years 
ago. and while digging for gold they 
are continually finding great mastodon 
tusks from 30 to 50 feet down. 
They 
found one only a short time ago, and 
it was over 16 feet long and 24 inches 
in diameter, which weighed over a 
ton.

The following very interesting and 
readable letter has been received in this 
city from William Hatton, brother of 
Edward Hatton, of the Ikirt block. Pri­ 
vate Hatton is well known in East Liv­ 
erpool, where his many friends will 
be glad to hear of his experiences at 
Manila. 


S a n F e r n a n d o , P h i l i p p i n e I s l a n d s . 
—Dear mother aud all the rest: This 
is the first time I have had a chance 
to write for three weeks. 
Our first 
camp was five miles in front of Manila. 
We left there three weeks ago and 
started after the niggers. 
This place is 
42 miles from Manila and it was the 
hardest three wetks I ever put in. 
We 
carried 
haversack, 
canteen, 
rubber 
blanket and 150 rounds of ammunition. 
The first towns we struck were Kluken, 
Malolos and Calumpit. 
We camped 
two 
nights 
at 
Calumpit, 
and 
then 
we 
started 
np 
the 
Rio 
Grande river with one battery of the 
First artillery, one battalion of the 
Ninth infantry and the Seventeenth in­ 
fantry, with the Laguna De Bay as an 
escort. 
The Laguna De Bay is a small 
river gunboat. 
She carries two four 
pounders and three gatling guns, and 
she was quite a help to us. We marched 
nine miles before we had any trouble. 
The gunboat was abont one-half mile in 
front of us, to locate the enemy. 
When 
we were entering San Louise the niggers 
opened upon us. 
The gunboat shelled 
the trenches and sent 
a 
few four 
pounders into an old church, and you 
could see them rnnning in all directions. 
We took possession of the town and 
staid there one night and started up the 
river the next morning and found San 
Daba and Isadore deserted. We expected 
a scrap at Santa Anna, bur found the 
trenches deserted. 
We joined General 
Lawton at Mount Brit, then came back 
to Santa 
Anna and from 
there to 
Mexico, and here we are for the rainy 
season. 
AU we had to cover us was a 
small rubber blanket. 
The roads were 
muddy aud the sun as hot as hades. We 
would camp for the night and just get 
laid down, when someone out on post 
would fire at a palm leaf or a dog, think­ 
ing it was a nigger Of course we would 
fall in aud find the trouble, and then 
lay down again and lot the mosquitos 
have a chance. 
Between the niggers, 
mosquitos and rain, we did not get much 
rest. 
This place is the second largest 
city on the island. 
Most of the large 
buildings have beeu destroyed. 
I think 
I will get my discharge before long. 
nuder general order No. 40. 
I hope so. 
I have not heard from home since we 
landed, and I wish you would write. 
will close for this time. 
Hoping this 
will find you all well. 
Be sure and an­ 
swer at once.

A Dumber of portable m ortars, suita 
hie for service in tbe field in tbe P hil­ 
ippines, will soon be forw arded from 
the W atervliet arsenal a t W ashington 
tor proof tests a t Sandy Hook. 
They 
are practically the first of the kind 
turned out in the United States. 
These m ortars are patterned closely 
ofter the 
type 
represented 
by 
the 
Krupp 2.bo inch m ortar. 
In the opin­ 
ion of many ordnance experts, how ­ 
ever, the new A m erican m ortar will 
be found to be a m uch more efficient 
weapon than the Germ an. 
These m or­ 
tars weigh about 115 pounds each aud 
the carriage about as much as the gun. 
A crew of four men is needed to work 
each weapon, says tile New York Post. 
The plan for their use will be to car­ 
ry three or four m ortars in a wagon, 
but should rite country prove too rough 
for tiiis style of transportation the 
weapons will be packed on inuleback. 
The new guns have the advan tag e that 
they eau lie lifted about readily by 
j 
hand. 
In appearance the new pieces 
un 
most diminutive, the length of 
each gun bemg about 18 inches. 
It Is 
planned, it is said, to use the sam e 
shell in tile m ortars as will be employ­ 
ed in the new caliber light artillery 
fieldpiece. 
The pow der charge for the 
mortar, of course, will be greatly re­ 
duced, the weight, as designed, being 
less than one half pound of black pow­ 
der. 
The smokeless pow der charge 
will be even less. 
The range tables show, it is stated, a 
wonderful efficiency for the new’pygmy 
pieces, which, it should be known, are 
designed for use in the most advanced 
trenches, their specific function being 
to clear the trenches occupied in the 
immediate front by the enemy. 
For 
this purpose shells loaded with sh rap ­ 
nel will he largely employed, though 
It is also arranged to use a special type 
of mine shell, carrying a charge of 
high explosive. 
The firing tables afford a m axim um 
range for the new pieces when laid at 
aa angle of 45 degrees of about 3,700 
.vards, which distance assum es the use 


of a special shell lighter than t lie pro­ 
jectile employed by the standard field­ 
pieces. When using a full sized light 
battery shell, the range attain ab le is 
declared to lie about 2.700 yards.
